Sui'h  a 
system,  even  if  iiiiiifrft'ct,.  in  plan  or  fxpcntion,  cau 
not  fail  tn  yiild  a  handsome  return  in  a  hijjher  level 
of  education,  in  better  eitizens,  living  richer  lives,  and 
hi'ttei'  fitted  for  the  occupations  they  are  going  to 
follow  . 

While  I  iiiii  tliinkinjr  of  Scotland  I  will  mention  one 
mole  exjiiiiple.  because  of  a  personal  incident.  I  was 
spciikiiiir  til  one  of  my  classes  abo'.t  the  textile  school 
at  (iaiashiels.  which  is  ty[)ically  Scotch  in  that  it 
strives  to  iiiiike  those  wlio  «()  tliroufjli  that  school  more 
intelii^'eiit.  as  well  as  technically  more  efficient.  One 
of  my  students  told  me  that  his  iiiudes  went  throutrh 
thi^  scImioI.  ( >iie  of  them,  who  had  never  sus[iected  any 
ability  fur  desiiiniiii/,  (levelo|ieil  with  opportunity  and 
traiiiiiij;  till  he  is  now  an  expert  desiffiier,  holding 
an  iiiipditaiit  ainl  satisfactory  position  in  this  indus- 
try. .\ot  only  he  but  the  community  beiud'its  by  his 
skill,  which  would  never  have  been  developed,  unless 
some  iilueatioiial  institution  had  bei-n  servin<r  both  the 
need-,  "if  the  iiiihiNtry  and  the  capacities  of  ymith. 

•  •lie  miiriit  take  such  an  examiile  as  the  city  of 
Munich,  with  its  system  of  continuation  schools.  It  is 
a  city  about  the  size  of  the  city  of  Montreal.  There 
are  70. ••()()  children  in  its  schools,  and  there  are  seven- 
teen thousand  in  its  compulsory  ciJiitinuatioii  schocds. 
whiili  ail'  based  u|ion  and  lead  into  the  oceu|)ations 
followiil  ill  tile  city,  while  not  iii'ijlectinir  the  cultiva- 
tion of  a  ireiieral  eihieation.  If  a  trade  can  nutid)er 
twenty  apprentices,  it  can  automatically  claim  a 
tradr  school.  Before  the  war  there  were  over  fifty 
siieii  schools.  |ihiiiiied  to  111-  uioci-  than  iiier  technical 
schools,  whili-  tecliiiicaliy  veiy  effici.-nt.  .Many  trades 
are  always  in  a  position  where  tln-y  have  to  take  boys 
who  ar'i'  li'aviiiL'  selmol  with  a  smatterinir  of  eiiui-atiiin  :

The    development 
of  the  cured  fish  industry  has  hecii  los  within  the  last 
fifteen  years,  and  the  reason  is  lack  of  education.  Some 
of   us.   who   have   studied    the    thin<j:   a    little,   have    frr 
.some  years  hack  tried  to  hriiiir  into  existence  a  better 
.system  of  education  in  reirard  to  the  fisheries,  and  I  am 
p'ad  to  say   there   has   been   some   advance,-,  made,  and 
Mr.  Uarpell,  who  is  responsihle  for  hrini^iriir  ahout  this 
mectins,',  has  also  helped  us  in  hrinirinir  about  the  Can 
a<iian   Fisheries  Assoei.ition.  of  which   lie  is  a  direitor. 
We  have  tried  in  many  ways  to  •ret  the  Fisheries  I)e- 
I)artment   to  lead  the  way   in    retrard   to  technolo<ry   in 
fish   culture,   and  also   the   P.ioloirii'al    Hoard,   but    they 
have  done  very  little     They  always  claim,  as  a  Depart- 
ment, that   the  troubli^   is  they  do  not   hiw,-  enouLrii   in 
their  appropriation.     Recently  we  had  Mr.  J  .   li.   Field- 
injr  jrive  ns   statistics  of  the   benefits  of  education    in 
connection    with    the    utilization    of    fish    waste.         He 
showed  that  we  were  wastiiitr  s(.niethin<.'  like  -jriO  thous- 
and tons  of  fish  offal   in  Canaija  on  the   Atlantic  and 
Pacifie  Seaboard,  and  also     incliidin-r  inland   fisheries, 
which  had  a  commercial  value  of  .i:'2'_'.0()  p,-r  ton  in  the 
raw.  or  after  bein«r   •:ra<led    into  culinary   oil.   had     a 
value  of  .$120.00  per  ton.     It  tak.^s  four  to  six  tons  of 
various   wastes   whi<-li    we   now      absolutely    destroy   to 
make  a  finished  ton  of  by  |)roduct.     That  is  a  thiiifr  in 
■which  technical  ediu'ation  can    help   us  to  improve. 

We  also  lack  technical  education  aiiion<j  tli.  fislu^r- 
men  themselves.  They  won't  admit  it.  but  if  anybody 
comes  to  address  them  with  the  "FliS.  '  initials"  after 
their  name,  they  turn  ilietii  down  at  once.  b»'cause  they 
thijik  a  man  wiio  has  attained  any  education,  ,'annot 
possibly  do  anylhinj:  in  the  fishing:  industry.  How- 
ever.  I   think  thinu's  are  bej.'inniMS'  'o  chancre.

They,  like  the  pii|p  aiid  [)aper  people,  use  a  bucket 
Ft  doesn't  make  any  differ. •nee  to  them  whether  it  is 
an  eiudit  ipiart  bucket  or  a  t wel ve-i|uart  bucket,  it  i'* 
use,!  iiist  the  same,  and  tlw  result  is  that  what  they 
are  eettint:  is  not  what  it  should  be.  We,  in  our  Asso- 
ciation, have  what  we  term  an  Kducational  Committee, 
and  w.-  tried  to  «.'.  t  tln>  Department  to  assist  us  finan- 
cially for  this  purpos,.;  to  try  to  brins:  aliout  a  system 
of  ediieation  for  the  betterment  of  the  industry."  We 
think  that  that  is  only  risrht  and  fair,  not  only  "to  our- 
selves, but  to  the  communiiy--that  we  should  ask  for 
an  appropiiation  fur  this  reason.

man  to  lose  <onfidence  in  his  own  town  to  feel  that 
other  plni'cs  may  expand  and  he  pros|M'rous,  hut  there 
is  no  hope  ffir  his  town,  to  feel  that  he  can  buy  his 
supplies  in  other  centres  so  much  hctter  than  in  his 
hiiiih'  iown;  ill  <:eiicral.  to  liecome  a  knocker  instead 
of  a  hooster  of  anything  local,  and  so  hinder,  instead  of 
assi-tinjr  in  the  iifdinildinir  of  tlie  town  or  villatie  in 
whii-h  he  li'.cs.  This  mo\emen1  to  which  I  have  just 
rcfeiird.  is  known  as  the  ■'municipal  uplift"  mov.'- 
meiit.  It  has  not  been  with  us  loiisi  eiioujrh  to  ]>ro- 
durr  results,  but  in  many  «f  the  Western  States  it 
has  worked  woihlers.  Towns  that  were  showiny:  siirn« 
of  decay  hav.'  been  brouijht  back  to  a  eonditi(ui  of 
healths  and  viirorous  life  and  e.xpansiiui,  and  after  all 
it  is  so  simple  A  community  is  made  up  of  individual 
eiti/ens.  and  can  be  no  better  ami  no  worse  than  these 
eiti/cns  ehoose  to  make  it.  Impicive  the  eiti/ens.  and 
you  iiiiproxe  tlu'  community.  Turn  their  miii<ls  in  the 
direction  of  improvement,  and  you  Iniv.'  improvement, 
increase  their  skill  in  prodiietion,  and  you  have  iii- 
crcas'-d  j)roduetion. 

If  I  liave  ri^'htly  interpreted  the  desires  and  inten- 
tions i'(>ad  into  the  resolution  v\  e  have  just  adopted, 
it  coiiioreheiids  a  national  organization  whi(di  will  en- 
coiiratre  the  establishment  in  every  community  of  a 
iiiireaa  of  Information,  a  commercial  museum,  a  ooni- 
mercial  library,  and  facilities  for  technical  instruction 

an   organization  calculated   to  arouse   the  people  to 
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eiKiuire  iind  look  for  information  and  training  and  fa- 
cilities to  supply  tli"S('  dcinaiids. 

That  is  an  inspiring  underlakiiij,'.  and  (tw  in  which. 
1  believe,  we  will  have  the  sui>p(irt  and  co-i.p.Mation  of 
every   eonnnnnity. 

I  am  sure  you  will  find  no  J'roviiice  iiiori-  nady  to 
take  up  this  work  than  the  Proviiu  c  in  w  lih  h  you  "live, 
and  no  section  of  your  population  more  n'iid,\  to  lend 
its  support  than  the  population  which  ^peak>  French. 
You  may  not  know,  hut  the  born  inventors  of  Canada 
are  the  FreiKdi  boys.  They  can  do  twovi'  with  less  than 
almost  anyone  else,  and  the\-  can  alse  L'et  aionu;  with 
less,  and  if  you  have  anything  to  piojios.'  tn  tlHMn,  or 
anythiM<r  to  ask  of  them,  study  tlieir  manhood.  I'ealize 
their  peculiarities,  which  are  as  stiansre  to  yon  as  your 
own  are  to  them,  take  them  into  consideration  and 
understaiHl  that  they  are  of  a  nation  of  iMinaneists 
and  idealists,  and  naturally  they  plan  in  tln'  id. -a!  form, 
aiul  yon  will  see  that  great  good  can  ei>me  out  of  it, 
and  you  w  ill  have  their  co-operation  ami  tin  ir  help,  and 
tiieir  enthusiasm. 

If  the  remarks  of  my  learned  frimd  to  ttie  right 
(Dr.  Kobertson)  conhl  be  hearil  in  every  l-'i  .iidi^pi'ak- 
inir  \illajre  in  ('anaija.  the  lad  therr  would  .iIiid.sI  think 
ii''  was  listruing  to  a  man  ol'  his  own  p.'c'idiar  mind  — 
of  ills  own  Latin  miinl.  who  \\as  apjiealinir  to  him,  and 
h.'  wonhl  respond,  liceaiisc  that  is  .ni  ;dc;il.  1.-  .iiisr  lie 
is  asked  to  do  soniethinir  for  the  count r\'  in  wliidt  he 
li\-es.  and  the  country  which  lie  loxes.  ('anadn 

If  yon  only  place  this  movement  on  the  eronnd  of 
S(df-interest  you  can  iret  vet y  nnicli  less  i-esjionse  from 
them  than  if  you  placeij  it  upon  a  liis.dier  plane.  If 
you  place  this  upon  the  iijeal  you  are  troiinr  to  ilo  good 
to  tiic  whole  country  at  lartre.

MH  CIlAh'LKS  \V.  P.ATKS:  Mr.  Chairman  and  Oen- 
tlemcii :  >^o  far  as  the  textile  manufacturers  of  the 
country  are  concerneil,  I  am  sure  anythini:  in  the  way 
of  eiiucation  oi"  educational  awakeninj;  will  he  very 
much  ai>[>reciated.  because  we  have  found  it  difTicult 
to  jret  yonii'.'  Canadians  who  are  (pialified  for  the  posi- 
tions in  our  factories  \Vi-  have  been  compelled  almost 
entirely  to  po  to  the  United  States  and  to  En^'land  and 
Scotlard  for  our  technical  men.  At  the  pr(<sent  time, 
the  industry  is  trn'atly  in  need  not  only  of  technical 
men.  but  youn<r  besrinners,  because  the  industry  is 
prowingr,  and  is  heinp  fiut  on  a  much  stronger  footing 
than  ever  before. 

Somehow  the  textile  industry  is  not  attracting  the
